The visit said Holditch was 
part of a program to make 
youngsters comfortable with 
firefighters, especially when 
they wear their bunker gear 
and face masks. 

The fire department donated 
three hooks to the library. One 
was for youngsters while the 
other two are intended for 
teenagers and adults, said 
Holditch. 

One outlines how to protect 
valuables from fire loss. 

Firefighters had their mascot 
Sparky promoted preven¬ 
tion messages at the Pelham 
Fanners Market on Thursday.

New Pelham Official Plan approved 


Fenwick residents have a legitimate beef 
with town council. They’ve asked the town to spmce 
up the village’s historic flag pole and they handed

I was very pleased on Oct. 4 when regional 
council approved the Town of Pelham’s 
new Official Plan. Our old plan - amended 
many, many times through the years was 
originally approved in 1973! 

What is an Official Plan? In general, an 
Official Plan (OP) describes a town's policies 
on how land in a community should be used. 

It is prepared with significant community 
input and helps to ensure that future 
planning and development will meet the 
specific needs of a community. 

An OP explains the town’s general land 
use planning policies; helps property owners 
undeistand how their land may be used 
now and in the future; helps decide where 
roads, watermains, sewers, parks and other 
services will be built; provides a framework 
for municipal zoning rules, like the size of 
lots and height of buildings; and provides 
ways to achieve local, regional and provincial 
interests. 

In Pelham's case, the new OP establishes 
a vision for the town that strongly supports 
the protection of environmental features and 
agriculture and focuses future urban growth 
within the setdement areas of Fonthill and

Fenwick. 

The hold-up recently has been to ensure 
that ourOPwouldbeconsistent with 
recent provincial and regional plans - 
Greenbelt Plan, Growth Plan, provincial 
policy statement, and regional policy plan 
amendments. 

In Fonthill, future residential and 
employment growth will be accommodated 
primarily within the East Fonthill Secondary 
Plan area - the 450 acres along the west side 
of Rice Road from Regional Road 20 (RR20) to 
south of Merritt Road. 

This land could accommodate an 
additional 5,000 residents and jobs over the 
next 20 years. 

The OP also encourages residential 
intensification in the downtowns and 
through redevelopment in downtown 


transitional areas - along the north side of 
RR20 from Pelham to Station Street, and 
along the east-side of Station Street from 
RR20 to Pelham Town Square. 

Since our town contains hundreds of 
home-based businesses the OP also allows 
greater flexibility for live-work arrangements 
- commercial / office space downstairs, 
residential upstairs, for example - especially 
in the East Fonthill area. 

In Fenwick, significant undeveloped urban 
land - along the west-side of Cream Street to 
Balfour from Welland to Memorial - could 
accommodate an additional 1,000 residents 
within the next 20 to 30 years. 

Rest assured that the OP calls for new 
development in both of these areas to be 
sensitive to the surrounding character of the 
neighbourhoods and to embody high quality 
urban design. 

I look forward in working together with 
you, council, and staff as our community 
grows, evolves, and matures according to the 
vision in our new Official Plan.

The other buildings on the site, however, are a 
testimony that their past efforts will result in a 
building that resonates as a station that served 
the Grand Trunk and later, the Wabash and 
Canadian National Railways on the Cayuga 
Sub-Divisions. 

After inspecting the structure I visited the 
carpentry shop and became acquainted with 
Roy Shoalts who lived never that stations and 
railway line as a boy. 

He said that he could recall a tragic train 
wreck near the station in 1942. At this time 
Canada was at war and the railways were

One foggy June morning, Shoalts noticed a 
large number of cars traveling on the road near 
his home, an unusual thing in this rural setting. 


With his younger brother Robert in tow, they 
started to cross the fields and headed in the 
direction of the cavalcade of automobiles. 

Soon, they arrived near the tracks in the 
vicinity of the Moulton Station and could see 
a pile of wreckage on the tracks. His younger 
brother became frightened so he took him 
home and hastened back to get a better look at 
what was going on. 

To his surprise, he cam upon the wreckage 
of two locomotives that had struck each other 
head-on and the surrounding fields were 
littered with freight cars and cargo. Railroaders 
call this type of accident a cornfield meet. 

This type of accident is not normal by 
railway standards and should not have 
happened. Weather conditions made 
operation on this single track line dangerous 
but manageable if proper control through the 
dispatcher and his station agents was carried 
out. If a meet was scheduled at Moulton, there 
was adequate capacity in two sidings to have 
the two trains pass each other safely. Moulton 


Station may not have had a train order board 
or signal to govern train operation. Evidently, 
the locomotive crews reduced speed due to 
the fog but collided just beyond the station. 

The weight of the cars pulled by the one 
locomotive submarined the tender, lifting 
it into the air and pushing the hopper cars 
full of coal into the ground. The engineer 
was trapped in the cab. The cab on the other 
locomotive was totally destroyed and the crew 
perished. 

One of the many cars that derailed was 
a reefer or refrigerator car foil of bananas. 
Shoalts noted that a strong odor of banana oil 
that had filled the irrigation ditch along the 
track permeated the air. He saw hundreds of 
hammers from one of the box cars littering the 

The farmer who owned the property near 
the tracks had a large supply of coal to cleanup, 
a ready source of fuel to heat the form house 


was still alive but trapped in the cad. Dr. 
Marshall from nearby Dunnville squeezed 
into the wreckage of the cab and administered 
morphine to ease the pain.

Fonthill arches to 
remain for five years

Pelham Summerfest will return in 
July 2013 while its archway will remain 
for the next five years. 

Town council voted Monday to place 
$10,000 in the 2013 budget to support 
the third annual festival from July 18 
to July 21, 2013. In a separate motion, 
it allocated $15,000 to winterize and 
spruce up the archway over the entrance 
to Pelham Town Square. 

It was built for the 2012 festival and in 
a survey received support to remain a 
fixture in downtown Fonthill. 

Ward 2 Coun. Gary Accursi, who also 
chaired the Summerfest committee, told 
council the committee did not foresee 
the archways “staying in place forever." 

After a five-year period, the town 
would review whether they were put 
to use for other activities and if they

still fit into plans for the revitalization 
of downtown Fonthill and the town 

The festival, he said, was a success. Its 
economic impact on Pelham, based on 
ministry of culture and tourism formula, 
was $1 million to $1.7 million. 

“That’s $5 for every $1 we spent,” he 
said.

$101,768 while bringing in $101,481 in 

A $287 loss could be offset by consid¬ 
ering $7,000 spent on items that will be 
reused in future festivals, he said.

The cracks are in walls but do not 
involve the metal structural framework, 
said Mayor Dave Augustyn. 

The arena will remain open and in use. 

Ottaway and the mayor met with user 
groups, including minor hockey, senior 
hockey and figure skating, on Friday to 
explain the situation. 

The last five-year assessment of the 
37-year-old building was in 2007, said 
Ottaway. 

At that time, cracks in the walls were 
identified, but were noted as cosmetic, 
he said. 

Because a recent assessment has iden¬ 
tified these cracks as more significant, 
staff sought a second opinion from an 
engineering expert to confirm the pre¬ 
liminary results, he said. 

While waiting for the results of that peer 
review, council held a special meeting last 
week to examine the issue and to direct 
staff to take action if the review confirmed 
the results of the initial assessment 

“We didn't want to wait for the results 
of the peer review before we began to take 
action,” said Augustyn. 

Verbal confirmation from the peer 
reviewer was received. 

“Our engineering experts have 
informed us that the building can remain 
open while the repair work is undertaken," 
the mayor said. 

Ottaway said this is “exactly why we 
do these kinds of regular assessments to 
review our buildings as they change over 


time and to conduct any maintenance 
that may be required.” 

The meeting with user groups was to 
assure them the arena will remain open 
and there is no danger, said the mayor. 

“Safety is our highest priority. We 
wanted to make sure that arena users 
were aware of the issues with the walls as 
soon as they were confirmed, and of what 
we are doing to fix them.” 

R.V Anderson and Associates Limited 
will conduct the engineering and con¬ 
struction work over the next three to five 
weeks. Preliminary costs are estimated at 
$150,000. 

"The assessment found problems with 
the original building design which has led 
to the problems with the walls we have 
today,” said Ottaway lastweek.

WELLAND — Niagara Region is 
introducing a pilot project for curb- 
side battery collection. 

The two-week pilot will run 
Monday, Oct. 22, to Friday, Nov. 2, in 
Pelham, Welland and Port Colbome. 

Batteries will be picked up on reg¬ 
ularly scheduled garbage and recy¬ 
cling days. 


Accepted will be standard A, AA, 
AAA, C, D and 9-volt batteries, lith¬ 
ium batteries and button cell batter¬ 
ies from watches, toys, electronics, 
greeting cards and calculators, etc. 

Residents can place the batteries in 
a sealed, clear plastic bag beside their 
blue or grey boxes. When disposing 
of lithium and button cell batteries, 
residents are asked to tape both ends 
of the battery before putting them in 


ies, battery packs and industrial bat¬ 
teries will not be accepted. 

The program is part of the 
Stewardship Ontario Orange Drop 
program. All transportation costs 
are paid for by industry through 
Stewardship Ontario. 

When batteries are properly recy¬ 
cled, the materials inside can replace 
raw materials for manufacturing a 
wide variety of products.
